DUCATORS from all over the 


United States are 
getting 


ready for their annual pilgrim- 
age to the convention of the 
National Educational associa- 


tion, which will meet this >ear at Min- 
neapolis July 7 to 11. The coining 
convention will be the forty-first in the 
history of the assodutiou. which is 
the laigest and most influential educa- 
tional organization in the world. 


The National Educational association 


is mainly an outgrowth of common 
school interests, but in Its progress all 
classes of educational institutions have 
been represented in its proceedings. 
and teachers from all ranks have been 
gathered into its membership. 


Many associations of teachers had 


lu-en formed lu cities, counties and 
suites be'ore the first steps for form- 
ing a national organization were taken 
in 1857. 
In that year the National 


Teachers' association was formed at 
Philadelphia, and lu 3870 it was reor- 
ganized tinder its present name, at the 
same time including as departments 
the American Normal School associa- 
tion and the National Association of 
School Superintendents. 


For many years the association strug- 


gled under many difficulties, but plant- 
ed the eced that was eventually to 
blossom into greater things. 


Previous to 1SS4 the annual meetings 


were but sllmly attended, aicraglng. 
only about 200 members. Since then, 
however, there has been a grout awak- 
ening to the value of the association 
to education, and the attendance up to 
1805 wus about 0,000. since which time 
it has grow 11 to 10,000 of the foremost 
odurators of the country. These con- 
ventions have beeu a most inipoitant 
agency In shaping national educational 
uluis uad progicss. 


There are now vtghlcon departments 


in the association, and their ncopc may 
be realized when it is known that they 
cover every important phase of edu- 
cational woi'k, including Kindergarten 
education, elementary, secondary, hlgh- 
tt and normal schools, ouperiutcnd- 


mnnent supporting membership of th« 
association and alone are entitled to 
vote and hold office in the association 
or any of its departments. 
Only those 


who ure touchers or arc actively asso- 
ciated with educational work or with 
the management of educational insti- 
tutions, Including libraries or period- 
icals, are eligible to active member- 
ship. 


Persons may become associate mem- 


bers bj pa j Ing $2, -which entitles them 
to a volume of proceedings. No other 
publications are furnished free to asso- 
ciate members. 


Eminent educators not residing in 


America may be elected by the direct- 
ory to be corresponding members. The 
number of 'corresponding mcmbei s is 
limited to fifty. 


Under special provisions educational 


institutions and libraries are enrolled

the summer and fall, and if he finds 
time to fulfill his engagements he will 
before November have visited nearly 
every state in the Union except those 
in the Rocky mountains and on the 
Pacific slope. 


Plans already mado contemplate the 


most important swing around the cir- 
cle made by a president in many years. 
The real beginning of Mr. Roosevelt's 
peregrinations will be in late August, 
when he will visit Maine and Vermont, 
where elections, are held in early Sep- 
tember. 


The president Is expected to make 


two speeches In Maine and one or two 
in Vermont. Following the New Eng- 
land tour, the president will start late 
In September for the northwest, lie 
has accepted invitations to speak in 
Detroit, Minneapolis, Illinois, Missouri 
and Iowa. 


Late in October the president will 


start on a long trip through the south- 
west and will probably go as far as 
San Antonio. On the way be will en-

Altogether the president 


has planned a very busy fall, and if 
every city and tow n In the Union does 
not eec him and hear his voice before 
next November it will not be because 
they have not invited him.

Washington, D. C., June 27. 


Many changes in command of naval 


ships and shore stations will 
occur 


within the next few months. A bak- 
er's dozen of men-of-war are to receive 
new commanders and five naval sta- 
tions are to be placed under com- 
mandants who possess flag rank. The 
former will occur through the natural 
termination of tours ot duty of officers 
now serving on board thevessels; the 
latter through the desire of Secretary 
Moody to lend additional importance 
to the shore stations affected. 


Of the ships attached to the. North 


Atlantic station, Capt. Williard 
H. 


Brownson, in command of the battle- 
ship Alabama, will be detached after 
the joint army and navy maneouvres 
at Narragansett Bay and Long --Island 
Sound in September. Capt. William 
H Emory, who was recently detached 
trom the battleship Indiana, 
which 


as temporarily placed at thedispo&alot 


Carolina congressional delegation 
is 


pressing the navy department to as- 
sign a flag officer to duty as command- 
ant ot the '.'Itiirif tcwr navy yard, th« 
construction of which is about to be 
began. 
The naval station at 
Port 


Royaf has been abandoned for repair 
purposes and the department sees no 
need for a flag officer at that point. 
The Pensacola navy yard and the navy 
yard at Puget Sound, Washington, are 
also without commandants of 
flag 


rank, and rear admirals 'will be or- 
dered to them. 


Conferences will be held by repre- 


sentatives ot the navy department and 
ol naval militia organizations before 
congress meets in December for the 
purpose ot endeavoring to agree upon 
a measure to be submitted for enact- 
ment which will place the naval mili- 
tia in closer touch with the regular 
service. 
Assistant Secretary of the 


Navy Darling, is taking especial inter- 
est in militia matters and is hopeful 
that something may be accomplished. 


"At a recent conterence with naval 


militia representatives in Baltimore," 
Mr. Darling said today, "we went thor- 
oughly over the entire militia subject. 
The militiamen are more interested in 
their own organization than in the 
naval reserve, -which the department 
has sought to have congress authorize 
and the sentiment was rather against 
U*e naval reserve for the reason that 
it was feared that it might cause the 
dissolution of the militia. Most of the 
men were of the opinion that a naval 
reserve would be unacceptable to their 
states if they had to abandon the mili- 
tia.

Five rounds have been fired 
and the gun, notwithstanding the tact 
that the smokeless powder charge was 
intended for a smaller weapon, gave 
a velocity of 2807 feet per second with 
a pressure of 17 tons. 
The 8-inch 


gnus on board the new Maine will 
give a velocity of 2300 feet per sec- 
ond. 
The new weapon has a muzzle 


energy of 14,000 foot tons and at 3,000 
yards can perforate a Harveyized plate 
10.3 inches in thickness and a Krupp 
plate 8.25 inches in thickness. 
The 


older gun gives a mu7zle energy ot 
9.1G8 toot tons and at 3.000 yards can 
perforate only 8 04 inches of Harvej- 
ized steel and (543 inches ot Kiupp 
ai aaor. Both guns fire a shell weigh- 
ing 250 pounds. The superiority of 
the new model is due to the fact that 
it is longer by five calibres and has 
a larger powder chamber accommo- 
dating a bigger charge.

A series of scientific experiments 


made In the capitol at Washington for 
the purpose of showing Hie physical 
properties of Ihepeiululum have brought 
out some strange 1'aets In regard to the 
actual movement of tlie capitol itself. 
The big dome moves about six inches 
daily in an elliptical track, says a writ- 
ter In the San Francisco Exnmiuer. 


This movement is due to the influ 


euco of heat sand cold, producing ex- 
pansion and comradion. A wire was 
hung from the top of the dome to tho 
lloor lielo'v, and on the end of it was a 
specially prepared plumb bob, with n 
le.id pencil inserted In its lowest point. 
The point of the pencil just touched 
the tloor, on \\hii:h there was a pitpcr. 
The pencil point marked on the papei 
the exact movement of the top of thu 
dome during u period of twenty-four 
hours and showed it to be an elliptical 
track averaging six inches in length. 


The dome starts moving in the morn- 


ing just as boon as the sun's rays strike 
it, and the pencil draws its curved 
track until sundown, when a reaction 
takes place and it moves back to its 
suiting place, but not over the same 
track, for tlie cool air of the night 
makes the dome, coutract so that the 
pencil draws the other half of the 
ellipse.

Government 
engineers at Washington have rigged 
til* a permanent device there to show 
just how much it may be out of plumb 
at any tiaie.

A Union'Victory. 


Labor unions have obtained another 


victory la the supreme court in the case 
brought by James Lynch against the 
Compact Labor club of Marble Cutters' 
Helpers of New York. 


Lynch applied for membership on 


March 22, 1901,'and, he says, paid $100 
for admission, and thereafter received 
notice of meetings. On April 7, 1902, 
the treasurer returned him the $100, 
saying that the union would not accept 
him. 
Ho sued to compel the union to 


admit him. 


The case was heard before Supremo 


Court 
Justice 
Grucnbauin. 
Charles 


Stockier, counsel for the union, admit- 
ted that the $100 v, as paid to tho union; 
that it gavo Lynch a probation card 
which entitled him to nil the rights of 
a member until his name was voted 
upon, and that' the union finally re- 
jected him, but contended that tho 
union had a perfect right to do so and 
no man could force himself into the 
union through any court. 


Justice Greenbauin the other day sus- 


tained this view and denied the motion 
for a mandamus.
